The Institute 


of Medieval Services, who attend- 


ed the opening ceremony of the 


Inatltute tn 1939, 

The Institute was established 
primarily to experiment in bring- 
ing up tts Inmates on cheap, sim- 
ple nutritlous foods in conjunetion 
with certafn: physical exereises, 

Having no facilities to provide 
tor Middle College education, the 
Institute fs ut present onlyadmit- 
ting studehts up to High Primary 
School. 

The 13 graduates who had com- 
pleted ther High Primary studi 2s 
received their diplomas, 


the Institute, Mr. Y. H. Tong, 
(who fs also attached to the Chinu 


Merchants Navigation Company). 


sald that the 13 graduates consist~ 
ed of 12 boarders and one day- 
student, 


Gains In Weight 


Ten of the bourders whe hud 
been there, sinee the Open. 
ings of the Institute, had cach 


gained an average of 20 pounds 
in weight, the maximum gain be- 
Ing 26% pounds; and the mini- 
mum, 12 pounds, The two other 
boarders, who had been with the 
Institute for only 12 months, had 
gaulned 15 and 12 pounds, respece 
tively, 

The day-student (not provided 
with the Institute's “"menu"). who 
had been with the Institute for 22 
months,, gnined only four pounds 
In welght! 

So far, the Instltute had had 30 
students for dietetle experiments. 
By the standard welghts for 
Asiatic peonle, Mr. Tong raid, two 
Of the students were five pounds 
above the standard weight, wh'le 
23 were between four and 16 
pounds below the standard we'ght,
